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MORMONS IN CANADA. 


Considerable attention is just now being 
directed to the movement of Mormons from 
he United States} to Southern Alberta. 
ome two or three years ago the first of these 
people settled on Lee’s Creek, near the 
boundary, and began farming operations 
there. As they attended to theirown affairs, 
were hard working, and no objectionable 
practices were observable, they were quietly 
lett alone, to pursue their own course, 
which they did in such a maoner as to win 
golden opinions from many persuns, some 
high in position and authority. The inter- 
est in the colony was revived when Sten- 
house, of British Columbia, an ex-M. P. and 
prominent man there, publicly renounced 
his own religious faith, and left the Pacific 
province for Lee’s Creek, Last fall when 
the minister of customs made his official 
tour along the boundary he stopped for some 
time among them, examining their doctrines 
and lives, and was so strong is his com. 
mendation that the report was circulated 
that he also intended becoming a Mormon. 
About a month ago the head of the Mormon 
church arrived from Utah, among the 
colonists and began§neyotiations for aequir- 
Ing land for the church, which resulted in 
the nurchase of twenty thousand acres from 
the Northwest coal and navigation 
company. This was a new departure. 
Those whocame in before came as ordinary 
emigrants, and took up homesteads and 
formed the colony in the ordinary way. 
The purchase just made however was made 
by the church, and for the purpose of.settl: 
ing the lands under church supervision, by 
members from the mother church in Utah, 
The statement is made, but on what 
authority isnot stated, that this is the 
beginning of a movement tbat will end in 
the transference of the Mormons from Utah 
and surrounding districts to Canada. An 
appearance of truth is given to this by the 
energetic measures taken lately by the 
United States against them on tho grounds 
as stated by Judge Anderson in a receut 
decision refusing them citizenship, that the 
ehurch is a treasonable organization in 
teachings, hostile to the government in 
practices, and seeking the overthrow of the 
government. What is more likely than that 
the steps taken under the Edmunds act, to 


stamp out polygamy and break up what 1s 
believed to bea treasonable organization, 


gamy there, which they claim they are 
abandoning here, they would be permitted 
to possess their homes and wealth in peace 
and quietness. it may be that these already 
here are not polygamists as many of the 
Latter Day Saints do not believe in a plural- 
ity of wives, although rumors are frequent 
that in the colony of Lee’s Creek men are 
living with more than one wife. But even if 
there are not any there now, the practice 
will certainly be introduced witn those who 
will follow this vanguard. It seems there 
ig no direct law on our statute books for- 
bidding polygamy and if this is so then the 
sooner astringent law is passed forbidding 
it, the better position the authorities will be 
in to prevent the introduction of this 
Mormon inguity into our land, If these 
people intend abandoning polgamy they will 
be welcome to the broad and fertile plains 
of the Northwest, but if it is their intention 
to repeat here, what has made them the 
Ishmaelites, against whom every respectable 
man and pure woman’s hand in the States is 
raised, action cannot be too promptly 
and energetically taken to stamp out now, 
that which if left alone may in the future be 
@ cesspool of iniquity, anda standing insult 
to every true man and virtuous woman in 
Canada. 
HO OO 
Among the questions of foreign interest 
which will come before the United States 
senate, during the present session of congress 
will be the fisheries and seal questions; also 
the proposed scheme to promcte commercial 
union with Canada, with a view to ultimate 
annexation, the settlement of the Alaskan 
and Mexican borders, and the declaration of 
the sense of the United States with respect 
to foreign control of inter-oceanic canajs on 
the American continent. All of these ques- 
tions, with the exception, probably of the 
last’ are intimately connected with Canadian 
interests, and the latter having reference to 
the Panama canal will be of interest to 
England, owiug to the fact of Great Britain 
controlling to a large extent trans oceanic 
trade. The sooner the fisheries and seal 
questions are settled the better for Canada 
and also tor the future peace of both the 
United States and England. The utterly 
unjustifiale depredations made on Canadian 
vessels by the American cruiser in Behring 
Sea last season have caused so much irrita- 


| But with many of them the long journey of

By that time the 
railroad will, in all likelihood, be here and 
they will then be in a better position to take 
advantage ofthe flush times that always 
accompany the in coming of a road into this 
country. This they will miss if they wait 
until a line is built here besides the difficulty 
that will be expericnced in selecting suitable 
lands which will be soon taken up by the 
rush of emigrants that will insue. Many of 
those writing now would perfer renting a 
farm with improvements, 80 as to have 
more immediate returns on which to live, 
until they could get their own land in 
working order. These will not be available 
on the advent ofa railroad, whereas now no 
difficulty would be experienced in renting or 
securing on shares a farm, with buildings 
and machinery. If those who are in receipt 
of letters of enquiry from friends or others, 
consult their interests they will advise them 
to come early next spring.

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CANADA'S MINERAL WFALTH. 

It is reported from Ottawa that the gov- 
ernment has decided to abolish the duty on

It is claimed that Canada possesses greater 
undeveloped mineral wealth than any coun- 
try inthe world. When we think of the 
vastness of the territory included in the 
Dominion of Canada, covering half a contin- 
ent, and spreading over about 8,500,000 
square miles of largely undeveloped territory, 
one Will he inclined to admit the probability 
of the assertion, almost without inquiring 
inte the aineral resources of the country. 
when it is considered that immense stretches 
of this vast region are known as mineral 
territoriies, and that more or less mineral 
wealth is found in almost every portion of 
Canada, the truth of theassertion can hardly 
be doubted. 

Commencing with the lower provinces, 
Nova Scotia, including Cape breton, is 
known to be rich in gold, iron, gypsum, and 
vast coal golds, etc. New Brunswick has 
mines of coal, iron, lead, asphalt, and other 
coarser minerals. Quebec has copper, lead, 
iron, valuable phosphate mincs, gold, etc. 
The great province of Ontario, covers an 
area of nearly 200,000 square miles, a large 
portion of which is considered chiefly 
valuable for its mineral resources, especially 
in the western and northwestern portion of 
the province. The principal minerals of 
Ontario are gold, silver, copper, iron, 
petroleum, salt, phosphate, lead, gypsnm 
and a long list of less valuable minerals, In 
silver, copper and iron Ontario is especially 
rich. The great Lake Superior territory of 
the province has been famous for its wealth 
in those minerals for years, but develop- 
ment hasnot been in keeping with the 
resources of the country. A number of 
silver mines are working inthe Thunder 
Bay territory, butthe ore from these mines 
is sent from one to two thousand miles for a 
smelting Which entails a heavy expouse, 
and prevents the utilizing of lower grade 
vres. A smelter would prove a capital 
investment in this district. Westward there 
18 the Luke of the Woods district claimed to 
be rich in gold and other minerals. Kven 
the prairie divisons of Canada have their 
minerals, Manitoba has coal inthe south- 
West, and vast deposits of the fiuest iron 
ore inthe Lake Winnipeg region, salt in 
different sections, indications of petroleum, 
lime and other stone, etc. The coal fields of 
the territories west of Manitoba are perhaps 
the most extensive in the world, The exact 
boundaries of theie Western coal beds are 
bot not known, but the outcroppings occur 
handreds of miles apart. Vast beds of 
Petroleum exist in the horth, and further 
discoveries have recently been reported 
from southwestern Alberta. Gold is found 
in streams flowing east ward from the Rocky 
Mountains, There ig a vast territory yet 
larvely unknown, stretching across the 
continent to thenorth of the settled portious, 
which may yet show great mineral wealth, 
Lastly, there ia the province of British 
Columbia, with its area of nearly 350,000 
Square ipiles, which may be considered all a 
Mineral territory and were almost every 
thing inthe mineral line may be found, 
though hardly anything outside of the coal 
mines of Vancouver Island and the placer 
gold deposits of the interior bave been 
developed to any extent. The iron deposits 
ef Texada Island have been worked to some 
extent, but the ore is carried to the State of 
Washington for reduction. British Columbia 
hae coal, tron, wold, silver, lead, copper, 


mercury, platinum, antimony, plumbago, | 
Mica, and Lumerous other minerals in 


abundance, awaiting development.
